PREFACE. 


Few  classes  of  records  have  been  more  frequently  consulted  than  the  Escheats,  or 
Inquisitions  post  mortem.  For  the  convenience  of  students,  it  was  therefore 
determined  to  prepare  an  English  Calendar  of  the  first  series  of  these,  extending 
from  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  to  that  of  Richard  III.  inclusive,  as  also  of  those 
of  the  reign  of  Henry  VII.  Several  volumes  of  this  Calendar  have  already 
been  published,  but  the  work  must  necessarily  be  slow,  and  there  is  no  likelihood 
that  this  Department  will  be  able  to  deal  at  all  fully  with  the  later  Inquisitions 
within  any  measurable  space  of  time. 

Meanwhile  an  Index  has  been  compiled  of  all  the  Inquisitions  from  the  reign 
of  Henry  VIII.  to  that  of  Charles  I.,  of  which  the  present  volume  is  the  first 
instalment.  The  period  dealt  with  in  it  extends  from  1509  to  1558,  and  the 
Index  comprises  two  alphabets,  divided  at  the  year  1547. 

In  order  to  avoid  cross  references,  surnames  are  generally  given  in  their 
ordinary  form,  without  regard  to  minute  variations  in  spelling,  and  three  separate 
lists  of  Inquisitions  preserved  among  the  records  of  the  Chancery,  the  Exchequer, 
and  the  Court  of  Wards  and  Liveries,  respectively,  have  been  amalgamated  in 
tabular  form.  It  often  happens  that  words  that  are  illegible  in  an  original 
Inquisition  of  the  Chancery  Series  are  quite  clear  in  a transcript  sent  into  one 
of  the  other  Courts. 

Some  notes  on  the  system  of  taking  Inquisitions  in  the  Tudor  period  will 
be  found  in  the  Preface  to  the  first  volume  of  the  “ Calendar  of  Inquisitions 
Post  Mortem  and  other  analogous  documents  ” for  the  reign  of  Henry  VII., 
published  in  1898.
